The head carries a 
bunch of fine black feathers, but the 
neck is bare except at the base, where 
there is a ruffleof black feathers.

California condor, because ofitsscarcity, 
is very valuable, the eggs even being 
worthabout $1000 apiece.

Earliest Bank Note. 


.. Inthe show cases devoted to exhibits 
of early printing fromJapan and China 
the British Museum authorities -have 
just placed an interesting addition—a 
Chinese bank note issued during the 
reign of the Emperor Hung-wu, A.D. 
1368-1369. 
This isthe earliest specimen 


ofa bank note known to exist in any 
country, and is 300 years earlier than 
the establishment at Stockholm of the 
first European bank that issued notes. 
About eighteen inches in length and 
half that in width, it is a curious look- 
ing document. 


Many persons used to refuse to avail 


themselves of the privilege ofregister- 
ingtheir letters on the ground that to 
do so was to advertise the fact that a 
missive 
was worth stealing, whileifit 


were actually stolen orlost,the Govern-

ers. Itwouldmake you shudder to see 
some of these fowls that are sold to 
these places.

but wouldhave the poor, sick chicken 
killedand thrownover the fence; or, if 
unusually careful, would have the car- 
cass buried forfear of the other poultry 
being infected.

howlong.

these chickens, looking blue and green 
and yellow,and they are sent off by 
the basketful. 
They are a sight to be- 


hold, and repulsive is no name for 
them. It takes all your appetite and 
fondness 
for chicken away for many a 


long day. 
You don'teven want tohear 


the name of chicken or turkey. 


Sick chickens, well chickens,.. lame 


chickens and blindchickens allgo into 
the same cage, although the rough han- 


fromsome interior town,and have pos- 
sibly been without food or water for 
three orfour days. 
Parched with thirst 


every fowl,inthe coopis panting with 
wide-open mouths, as if.begging for a 
drop of water to appease 
their thirst.

have seen them struggling to get to 


the edge of the cage and pushing their 
heads 
through the slats would\ bury 


their billsinthe mud and remain that 
way untilyou wouldexpect them to be 
suffocated.

to it. In the second 
place, knowing 


these people as you do and their slack 
way oflooking at these everyday occur- 
rences, which amount to positive cru- 
elty, you haven't a grain of hope for 
anything better. 
Charity, you have 


none. Ifyou ever had any towards 
these people ithas vanished longsince. 
So,inthisparticular phase oflife,"faith, 
hope and charity" don't figure. ".Polly 
never has to pass by these places that 
my blooddon't boil with indignation, 
andIam sure to have thoughts that 
are altogether uncomplimentary to the 
men in this business. 
Here comes a 


wagon 
with seven or eight 
coops 


crowded withgeese, chickens, ducks or 
turkeys, as' the case may be. 
Rattling 


over the rough stone pavements is bad 
enough, but that isunavoidable. 
The 


wagon is backed up to the sidewalk 
witha force that you would think the 
awful jar would notleave a livebirdin 
the 
cages. 
Then 
coop after coop is 


dropped to the sidewalk with a bang 
that leaves them panting, bruised, and 
frightened 
nearly to death; but the 


torture isnot over. Offcomes the slats 
and they are grabbed by the wing or 
leg and torn out ofthe coop and handed 
squawking 
to a man near by, who 


holds them in this cruel way untilhe 
gets his dozen, and then they are hus- 
tleddown stairs into a dark cellar and 
put in coops 
prepared for them. It 


does Polly a worldof good when some 
motherly old hen resents 
the rough 


handling and gives a vicious peck at 
her tormentor's hands that brings the 
blood.

Aguiualdo. 
His plan 
worked successfully,

Some months ago letters were 
captured by Americans showing beyond 
peradventure that the rebel leader was 
hiding in the northeastern part of the 
island. 
General Funston immediately 
conceived his bold planto capture him, 
which received General 
MacArthur's 
approval. 
Three weeks ago he started 
fromManila withSurgeon-Major Har- 
ris, Captain Newton of the Thirty- 
fourthInfantry, Lieutenant Admire of 
the Twenty-second Infantry, Lieuten- 
ant Mitchell of the Fortieth Infantry, 
six veteran Americans and a number of 
native scouts, allof whom were selected 
for their bravery and extensive knowl- 
edge of the country. General Funston's 
plan was that after he and his party 
landed as near as possible to the place 
where Aguinalpo was thought to be in 
hidingnative scouts were to pass them- 
selves off as insurgents, 
who,having 
captured General 
Funston and other 
Americans, 
were conveying them to 
Aguinaldo. 
When the supposed pris- 


oners were brought by their alleged 
captors before Aguinaldo they were to 
suddenly 
appear in their true charac- 
ter, sieze the wilyFilipino and make 
their way back to the coast, where the 
gunboat 
Vicksburg, which had con- 
veyed the party, was to wait their re- 
turn. It willreadilybe seen that the 
adventure 
was a desperate 
one, 
as 
treachery was always possible, and Gen- 
eral Funston had no absolute means of 
knowing how many men Aguinaldo 
had withhim. It was possible that he 
would have enough to overwhelm the 
Americans and their native allies, but 
thisdid not deter them. They accepted 
the risk, withthe result that Aguinaldo 
is now safe in the hands of the Ameri- 
can militaryauthorities inManila. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


Itis rumored fromBloemfontein that 


General De Wet is again inthe Orange 
River Colony. 


Severe fighting has occurred between 


theBritish and Boers at Hartbeestefon- 
tein, east ofKlerksdorp, Transvaal. 
Itis said the Boers lost heavily inat- 
tacking the garrison at Lichtenburg 
recently. 
More than seventy burghers 


are reported to have been shot at one 
spot among the wireentanglements. 


The dispatch 
from Vryheid is re- 


garded 
as giving the total of General 


French's captures 
throught his opera- 


tions. Itindicates, therefore, the cap- 
ture of an additional gun and of more 
Boers and warmaterial. 


General French, withDartuall's aud 
Poulteney's 
columns have arrived at 


Vryheid, having killed, wounded or 
captured 1200 Boers. 
He has also taken 


several cannon, 1000 rifles, 1800 wagons 
and 226,000 head of horses cattle and 
sheep. 


The town guard at Queeustown has 


been called out, owing toreports that a 
force ofBoers is near the town. Busi- 
ness has been shut down inorder to al- 
low the employes toman the trenches 
and forts day and night. The Boers, 
whoare said to be twenty miles off, are 
alleged to have crossed 
the railroad 


near Drummond. 


The Cape Town correspondent ofthe 


London DailyExpress reports the cap- 
tureby 100 Boers of 130 Colonials in a 
rocky defile near Richmond. It is re- 
ported that the Colonials lost thirteen 
men before they surrendered. 
They 


were all liberated, after having been 
stripped of their arms. 


The official casuality list, issued in 
London, indicates a renewal of active 
operations since the failure of the nego- 
tiations between Lord Kitchener and 
General Botha. 
AtHartebeestefontein 


March 23d, twoofficers were killedand 
three wounded. 
There also seems to 


have been 
heavy fighting at a place 


near Greddedacht. 


Lord Kitchener 
says 
Barbington's 
force, including Sheklton's column, at- 
tacked Delarey, 1500 strong, southwest 
of Ventersdorp, and having defeated 
him, followedhim up rapidly with the 
result that the Btier's rear guard was 
driven in and their convoy captured, 
including the guns captured at Vaals- 
bank. 
The English troops displayed 


great gallantry and dash. 
They cap- 


tured two15-pounderguns and one pom- 
pon, six Maxims, 
320 rounds of big 


ammunition, 15,000 rounds of smallam- 
munition, 160 rifles, 53 wagons and 24 
carts, besides taking 150 prisoners. 


TURKEY. 


The Ottoman Government has 
sent 
a warship to Marathodufpos, island of 
Siumon, off the west coast of AsiaMi- 
nor, the whole southern region of tile 
island being inrebellion. 


Four officers and sixty-four riflemen 
who belonged to General Trias' com- 
mand have surrendered in Southern 
Luzon. Flores, another rebel leader, 
has also surrendered, 
together 
with 
eighty officers and twenty-two rifles. 
Itis estimated that 2000 riflemen with 
arms and bolomen have surrendered. 


About 30,000 regulars willbe entitled 
to their discharges hi the current year. 
Itis proposed to let these soldiers re- 
turnto their homes and not to filltheir 
places. 
Thus the Armycan be reduced 
to 70,000 men in a perfectly natural 
way without interfering with itsdisci- 
plineor effectiveness.

tary authorities that the prince had 
gone to jointhe legion, but the authori- 
ties were able to get no word of his 
arrival. 
At last a soldier suggested 


that perhaps a stranger who wandered 
Into camp and had considerable 
diffi- 


culty in speaking French might be the 
prince. 
The 
sergeant 
to whom the 
prince had spoken was drunk at the 
time and became annoyed at the Span- 
iard's 
broken 
French, 
so he ordered 
that 
the 
stranger 
be placed 
hi the 
"vllo" without more ado. 
Here the 


miserable young man remained for two 
days without eating or drinking, and 
then a good natured sentry broke the 
rules and gave him food. As soon as 
he was rescued 
from the "vllo" the 


young man started for Spain, having

foreign legion. 


The military authorities

parts of Algiers where no eye can see 
of which the officers are afraid.

army of occupation. 
It consisted in 


putting a man in a deep hole made In 
the shape of a reversed funnel dug by 
the Arabs in the ground as a place for 
the storage of corn.

man was left there sometimes for days, 
with hardly anything to eat or,drink 
and exposed all the time to the heat of 
the sun, while at night the place was 
cold.

In some of the French barracks a 


favorite method of punishment Is to 
hang the offending soldier up by his 
heels and then to spank him with a 
sword bayonet 
In Algiers,.where the 


men are far removed hi the 'outlying 
garrisons

and at the mercy of their tormentors," 
they are subjected 
to many forms of 


hazing at the suggestion of the officers. 


The officer turns on his heel and 


walks away, whilethe unfortunate sol- 
dier Is placed in a'blanket, withsaber/ 
spurs, 
jack boots, bayonets 
and such 
pleasant bedfellows, and the combina- 
tion is tossed until the hazers are too 
tired to continue. 
This Is great sport 


for the man's 
comrades, 
especially if 


they are half «ilrunk, which they are 
likely to be. 
This diversion has rather 


gone out of favor just now, because 
several soldiers who have been tossed 
had the bad taste to die after the disci- 
pline.

which distinguishes 
the 


hazing In the French 
army from the 
hazing in American 
colleges 
and uni- 


versities is that it is suggested 
and al- 


most ordered by the commissioned offi- 
cers. 
An officer will say to a corporal 


or a sergeant, 
"You have a man here 


who has done so and so," naming some 
trivial offense, more than likely to be 
some neglect of the deference 
due. to 


the officer. "It would do him good if 
he were tossed Ina blanket"'. 


'Soldiers In the French army are not 
subjected 
by law to corporal punish- 


ment any more than ithas been a part 
of the regulations 
governing the Mili- 


tary academy 
at West Point that ca- 


dets 
should "brace" or "qualify*' on 


molasses 
and 
prunes. 
Nevertheless 


the French 
soldier is put through a 


hazing 
process 
which Is most severe 


and 
several times has caused 
death. 


The French soldier Is known as Plcton 
orDumanet, just as the English soldier 
Is known as Tommy Atkins.

When, the waiter is wanted, some one 
emits a shrill yell which brings an an- 
swering whoop from the kitchen, fol- 
lowed sooner or later by a littleChi- 
nese at a jog trot 
Any one who feels 


likeitmay stroll Into the kitchen and 
try a littlepigeon English on the cook. 
The proprietor will teach anybody to 
use the chopsticks and roar with laugh- 
ter over the failures of the novice.

manner.
